1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The Applicant arguments are not persuasi ve: for instance, the Applicant argues on pages 12 and 13 of the REMARKS that 
"Noble does not teach or su ggest that each of the eyeglasses can be activated to partly block light". These arguments are not 
persuasive because Noble clearly teaches t hat eyeglasses have correspondingly alternating on/off left and right lenses, the 
lenses each c ontain liouid crystal material which varies from a nearly totally obscured state by scattering to nearly 100% 
transmission (see the ABSTRACT lines 1-8. col. 3 lines 31-38): these portions clearly suggest that each of the eyeglasses can 
be activated to partly block light as claimed, and as pointed out in the rejection: and the activation is clearly synchronized with 
movement of objects of the two-dimension moving picture frames, as claimed (see col. 5 lines 8-20. col. 6 lines 19-25. col. 3 
lines 31-34, as pointed out in the rejection ). Therefore. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive, the rejection is maintained 
before the Office..
